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FALL MEETING IN ST. LOUIS 


“Talking About Sex" is the 
program theme for the semi- 
annual national meeting to be 
held ain Stes hous. September 
18-20. The program committee 
has designed a process that 
will provide a safe space for 
group members to examine the 
experiences, feels and prin- 
ciples that affect their 
options and choices of sexual 
behavior. The program GECOg— 
nizes that acting on our 
sexuality takes a variety of 
forms and expresses different 
meanings for different people. 
It acknowledges the difficulty 
people may have, and affirms 
the importance of the growth 
that can emerge when we find 
ways to talk about these is- 
sues. 

The business of the AFFIR- 
MATION meeting will include 
final decision making and 
planning related to AFFIRMA- 
TION's presence at the General 
Conference being held in St. 
Louis next spring. A progress 
report from the Strategic 


Planning Committee is expected. 
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Members of the group will also 
address the needs of AFFIRMA- 
TION's two major ongoing pro- 
gram efforts, Regional Organ- 
izing and Reconciling Congre- 
gations. There will also be 
social and worship times, as 
usual. And no one will want 
to miss the mystery of the 
Cootie (to be revealed in 
Saint Louis). 

A registration form can 
be found on the back page of 
this newsletter. Those planning 
their travel should remember 
that events will begin at 
7 p.m. on Friday September 18 
and conclude after lunch on 
Sunday the 20th. 


LESBIAN MINISTER 
TO BE TRIED 


A lesbian minister who came 
out to her Bishop and Annual 
Conference will face trial for 
"practices declared by the 
United Methodist Church to be 
imcompatible with Christian 
teaching." The Rev. Rosemary 
Denman, who is in the process 
of transferring to the Unitar- 
ian Universalist Association, 
had asked to be continued on 
a leave of absence from the 
time of the annual conference 
session earlier this year un- 
til the the transfer process 
is complete this fall. Annual 
conference officials asked 
instead that she withdraw 
voluntarily. Ms. Denman re- 
fused to withdraw and when 
the executive session of the 
annual conference refused to 
grant her leave of absence, 
she asked for trail under the 
provisions of Para. 2621. The 
trial is to begin August 24 
in Dover, New Hampshire. The 
presiding Bishop is Neil Irons 
of the New Jersey Area. 

Ms. Denman said that even 
though she is on the way out 
of the United Methodist Church 
she regards the trial as an 
important step in confronting 
the denomination with the in- 
justice of its position on 
homosexuality. Because it is 
the first such trial in the 
United Methodist history, the 
case has already attracted 
substantial attention in both 
lesbian/gay and "mainstream" 
media outlets. 


It seems likely that the 
United Methodist establish- 
ment will do all it can to 
limit the possiblity that the 
trial will address the real 
issues of the injustice and 
homophobia. It is ironic 
that the trial might well 
focus on narrow legal ques- . 
tions rather than the sub- 
stantial ethical and theo- 
logical positions that are 
alleged to undergird the 
United Methodist position 
on homosexual practice. Ef- 
forts to limit the impact of 
the trial include the choice 
of an auditorium that will 
seat only 50 spectators, 


rather than a larger room. 
Only United Methodists may 
witness the trial, which 
will be "open" at Ms. Denman's 
request. 

Ms. Denman has asked for 
the support of members of 
AFFIRMATION and others who 
share a sense of the impor- 
tance of this effort. Sharing 
the costs associated with her 
witness is one way the people 
of AFFIRMATION can provide 
that support. Checks should

MARCH ON D.C. 


The National March on 
Washington for Lesbian and 
Gay Rights is coming to our 
nation's capital October 11, 
and AFFIRMATION will be there. 
The Coordinating Committee has 
issued an interim endorsement 
of the march in its own name 
and will recommend at the 
September business meeting in 
St. Louis that AFFIRMATION's 
members give the march the 
organization's formal endorse- 
ment. 

Over 100,000 persons are 
expected to assemble in 
Washington for the march and 
other activities over the 
Columbus Day holiday weekend. 

Mid-Atlantic Affirmation 
has offered to provide housing, 
to the extent possible, for 
members of AFFIRMATION and/or 
Reconciling Congregations who 
attend the march. Mid-Atlantic 
also will host a hospitality 
dinner and worship service 
Sunday evening after the march 
(site to be announced) and 
will determine an appropriate 
location for AFFIRMATION and 
RC members to assemble prior 
to the march Sunday morning 
so that we can walk together. 

The march will begin at the 
White House and proceed to the 
Capitol lawn for an afternoon 
rally. In addition to the 
march, several other events 
are planned for the weekend.

RISK FACTORS EXPOSED 


Retired United Methodist 
Bishop Finis Crutchfield died 
of AIDS in Houston, Texas in 
May. The nature of Crutch- 
field's illness had been ru- 
mored for months and was con- 
firmed in a family statement 
issued shortly after the Bis- 
hop's death. The statement 
said that the Bishop had de- 
nied sexual activity with 
anyone other than his wife 
and that he was not a drug 
user. It went on to report 
that he had for many months 
been involved in ministries 
with people who have AIDS. 
The statement said the fam- 
ily did not know how he be- 
came infected. The denial of 
any of the "standard" risk 
factors for AIDS, however, 
left many readers thinking 
Bishop Crutchfield must have 
contracted the infection in 
the course of his volunteer 
activities, such as pro- 
viding pastoral care and 
doing household chores. 

The result of this impli- 
cation was the threat that 
volunteers in AIDS programs 
would resign because of re- 
newed fear of infection. At 
least one right wing com- 
mentator was quoted as being 
"glad" that Bishop Crutch-— 
field's death finally pro- 
vided the evidence that the 
disease is casually trans- 
missible. This evidence would 
provide the basis, he said, 
for long-needed restrictions 
on homosexuals. 


In statements to the press, 
AFFIRMATION co-spokesperson 
Morris Floyd said that in 
cases like this "the real 
risk factor usually emerges." 
This proved to be true in 
Bishop Crutchfield's case, 
where a variety of persons 
confirmed the "open secret" 
of his same sex sexual activ- 
ity, according to reports 
published in the Houston 
Chronicle and elsewhere.

With more than a quarter 
of the year remaining, income 
and expenditures for National 
AFFIRMATION are already run- 
ning neck and neck with our 
previous record highs for the 
entire year of 1986. 


From January through August, 


members and friends have given

The level of particpation 
by open lesbians and gay men 
at this year's conference 
was the greatest ever! An- 
nual conference was held in 
Sacramento, California. The 
pre-conference issue of the 
Reporter called "the gay 
issue" a major item on the 
conference agenda, and it 
was! This year a major dif- 
ference was made by all the 
justice seeking groups i.e. 
Affirmation, Committee on 
Homophobia, Board of Church 
and Society, M.F.S.A., Recon- 
ciling Churches, in that they 
all coordinated their efforts 
in working together and ef- 
fectively dealing with the 
people. 


Northern California-Nevada 
Conference voted to become the 
third Reconciling Conference 
by a 2) to if vote! Thas action 
confirmed a similiar action 
taken by the Conference in 
1983 when it stated that
